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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S. C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because 

Despite the express language of §101, several judicially created exceptions have 
been established to exclude certain subject matter as being patentable subject matter 
covered by §101. These exceptions include "laws of nature," "natural phenomena," and 
"abstract ideas." See Diamond v. Diehr, 450, U.S. 175, 185, 209 USPQ (BNA) 1, 7 
(1981). However, courts have found that even if an invention incorporates abstract ideas, 
such as mathematical algorithms, the invention may nevertheless be statutory subject 
matter if the invention as a whole produces a "useful, concrete and tangible result." See 
State Street Bank & Trust Co. v. Signature Financial Group, Inc. 149 F.3d 1368, 1973, 
47 USPQ2d (BNA) 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1998). The Manual of Patent Examining Procedure 
reiterates this point. More specifically, MPEP 2106(II)(A) states, "The claimed invention 
as a whole must accomplish a practical application. That is, it must produce a 'useful, 
concrete and tangible result.' State Street, 149 F.3d at 1373, 47 USPQ2d at 1601-02 " In 
this case, the claims merely recite a series of abstract ideas, which together form a 
mathematical algorithm per se. There is no practical application recited in the claims. 
Therefore, the claims are not eligible for patent protection. 
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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 12 September 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. As indicated above the claimed invention as a whole must 
accomplish a practical application. Applicant merely recites a series of abstract ideas, 
which together form a mathematical algorithm per se. The claims as presented do not 
select a winner, nor do the claims produce a useful, concrete and tangible result. 
Applicant appears to be arguing subject matter(s) that is not claimed. Encouraging 
graceful professionalism, good sportsmanship and/or fostering good competition does not 
constitute useful, concrete and tangible results. Contrary to what applicant seems to be 
arguing the claimed steps do not produce a signal, visually or audibly display the 
competition results, nor do the claims determine a winning team.
